Officer ‘made deal’ with 


Jewish terror suspect

An officer of the general security 
services involved in the interroga- 
tion of Yosef (‘‘Jo-Jo") Nidam, the 
31-year-old Bat Yam resident 
suspected of aiding terrorists, has 
been reportedly reprimanded for 
making promises to Nidam during 
the course of the investigation. 
Nidam maintains that he 
cooperated with the investigators 
after being promised that a suspend- 
ed sentence for drug offences would 
be forgotten as part of the verbal 
deal] he concluded with the security 
agents. Nidam 8180 claims that he 
‘was promised a passport and a ticket 
to the.U.8. for himself and his wife. 


The Jerusalem Post has learned 
from usually reHable sources that 


‘ promises were indeed made to 


Nidam, and that he was feted by 
security agents and senior army of- 
ficers who originally thought he was 
a “hero.” 

All of this took place against the 
advice and wishes of the police in- 
volved in the investigation, who con- 
aidered Nidam's admitted smuggi- 
ing of hundreds of kilos of drugs 
from Lebanon a very serious offence 
in Itself. 


The Post has also learned that 
Nidam will in all probability be tried 
by a military court, and will also be 
charged with drug smuggling in a 

ivil court. 

Nidam was arrested together with 
two East Jerusalemites, Ribhi 
Sharabati, 45, and his son shortly 
before they were allegedly to have 
placed a bomb in the heart of 
Jerusalem's cinema area on Thurs- 
day, October 5. The bomb, one of the 
largest ever encountered here, was 
defused by a police sapper 35 
minutes before it was due to explode. 

Nidam is also alleged to have 
smuggled explosives into the coun- 
try from Lebanon, for the use of the 
terrorists. Police gay he did this on 
four occasions, and that on the 
fourth, at least, he himself suspected 
that he was smuggling explosives — 
not just drugs, as he originally main- 
tained. 


Police have questioned at least two - 
of Nidam's friends in Tiberias, who - 


are also suspected of being involved 
in smuggling the explosives. ‘'Itim'* 
has reported that the police question- 
ed these associates after realizing 
that it was not possible for one man 
to carry such large quantities of 
material from the Lebanese border 
to the Bethlehem area.

— The Norwegian Nobel com- 
mittee nwarded the 1978 peace prize 
to Presidett Anwar Sadat of Egypt 
and Israeli Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin, but U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter's role in creating ἃ 
“framework for peace” in the Mid- 
dle East was not forgotten.

JEDDAH, Sgud! Arabia (Reuter). — 
Saudi Foreign Minister Prince Saud 
al-Faisa) has said the aim of the 
Arab summit conference, due to 
meet in Baghdad on Thursday, is not 
to isolate Egypt, the eee 
press agency reported 

Prince Saud sald officials in Iraq, 
which hed called for the summit, 
emphasized that Egypt was invited 
through the Arab League to attend 
the ‘Baghdad meeting, the agency 
reported. 

ὭΣ an interview with Prince Saud, 
the agency quoted him as saying: 
“The aim of the Arab summit con- 
ference is not to isolate Egypt, but to 
restore confidence among all Arab 
countries for the sake of the Arab 
cause." 

Prince Saud was asked by the 
agency about reports that isolating 
Egypt, because of the Camp David 
agreements with Israel, was one of 
the aima of the top-level meeting.

The Saudi foreign minister is due 
to leave Jeddah for Baghdad today 
at the head of his country's delega- 
tion to the Arab foreign ministers 
conference, also due to meet in 
Baghdad tomorrow, the agency 
reported. 


‘Concordski’ crash revealed. 


MOSCOW (WPNS). — Soviet of- 
ficlals told visiting French in- 
dustrialists that a Soviet TU-144 
supersonic airliner crashed on a test 
flight early this summer, killing two 
crewmen and critically injuring 
three others. 

Aeroflot, the state airline, pulled 
the supersonic aircraft — nicknam- 
ed ‘“Concordski" because of ita 
resemblance to the Anglo-French 
Concorde — off its regular 4,000 km. 
weekly run to Alma Ata, capital of 
Soviet Kazakhstan, In June. This 
was just seven months after in- 
itlating TU-14¢ passenger service 
with a big publicity campaign tled to 
the 60th anniversary of the Bolshevik 
revolution. 

In addition to prestige value, the 
Kremlin reportedly has been coun- 
ting on both the TU-144 and the IZ--86, 
a new wide-bodied airbus now un- 
dergoing flight tests, to give it entry 
to the current worldwide boom in 
civil air transportation. It also wants 
both planes operating in time for the 
1980 Moscow Olympics. 

Confirmation of the SST crash is 
thus a serious blow, and it comes at a 
time when the IL-8&. patterned after 


American aircraft such as the Boe- 
ing 747, Douglas DC-10 and Lockheed 
L-1011, is also in trouble. 

The IL-86, with a capacity of 850 
passengers has manifested continual 
problems with underpowered 
engines. The Soviet government has 
tried to buy engines for the Airbus 
from General Electric in the U.S. 
and Rolls-Royce in England, but both 
attempts have fallen through. The 
TU-144 also has engine problems and 
jt consumes too much fuel. 

The cause of the crash early this 
summer is unknown. An earlier 
model of the TU-344 crashed spec- 
tacularly at the 1978 Paris Air Show. 
Tt is believed that 8 dozen have been 
built to date. 

Meanwhile, the Seviet Union has 
billed South Korean airlines for 
about $10¢,000 in “hamaantarias ald” 
to the passengers and crew of the 
South Korean airliner shot down a by 
Seviet planes near Murmansk last 
April. In tie bill, presented to Pan 
American World Airways which 
represents. 4 the South Koreans in 
Moscow, the Soviets “reserve the 
right for other charges not con- 
templated in the original bill.”

CHICAGO (AP). — Eight American 
Nazis have been sentenced to 18 


months of periodic imprisonment in . 


the Cook County jail for beating a 
man outside an Israel Bonds dinner 
in downtown Chicago. 

Ctreuit Judge Warren Wolfson con- 
victed the men last month in a bench 
trial on a charge of aggravated 


battery. On Friday, he ordered the 
eight to spend weeknights and 
weekends of the first year in jail and 
weekends only during the last six 
months of the sentence. 

The eight were acquitted of an 
attempted murder charge. They 
were members of the National 
Socialist Party of America.

Soviets call for opening Salt 
talks to all nuclear powers 


PARIS (Reuter). — Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andret Gromyko said 
yesterday that strategic arms 
limitation treaty (SALT) talks — at 
present limited to Soviet and U.S. 
negotiators — should be extended to 
include all nuclear powers. 

Gromyke told a press conference 
at the end of a three-day visit to 
Paris that the Soviet Union had 
made the suggestion during talks 
with the U.8. 

Other nuclear powers could not re- 
main “observers on the side” and 
should in time be involved in 
strategic arms limitation talks. “We 
have put this question, but I should 
not like to go into this further,” he 
said. 

Gromyko also said he had 
Bu a meeting of French and 
Soviet experts to study French 
proposals for a European disarma- 
ment conference mainly aimed at 
reducing conventional weapons. 


Gromyko’s press conference con- 
centrated mainly on disarmament 
but also touched on bilateral Franco- 
Soviet ties and China. 

Last week officials said France 
had agreed to sell China defensive 
missiles. The deal is subject to ap- 
proval by the Western coordinating 


committee (COCOM) which sets - 


sales of technology to Communist 


countries. 

Asked if the question of French 
arms sales to had been dis- 
cussed, Gromyko said he had spoken 
to his French hosts in general terms 
about his country’s arch-rival in the 
Communist world. 

Gromyko, who met President 
Valery Giscard d’Estaing and 
Foreign Minister Louis de 
Guiringuad, said they had asked him 
about progress in the U.S.-Soviet 
Salt talks. 

“Tt is possible to reach an early 
definitive agreement, if both sides 
want it. The Soviet Union is doing 
everything possible,’ he said. 

“But our efforts alone are not 
enough... It seems as though we still 
need a number of meetings,’’ the 
minister added.

JUDGES ARE often noted not for the 
consistent or developing tone of their 
decisions but rather for some of their 
more maverick opinions.

Probing the pox

LUND, SWEDEN. — Discoveries in 
an ancient Swedish church have 
thrown doubt on claims that syphilis 
was brought to Europe by seamen 
ronnie, from the New World with 
her Columbus. 

bay a has pointed towards the 
“pox,"" a virulent venereal disease, 
infecting southern Europe for the 
first time concurrent with the 
Spanish discovery of the Americas, 
spreading northwards later. 

But excavations of an 11th-century 
church here in the ancient cathedral 
city of Lund in southern Sweden in- 
dicate that the disease arrived much 
earlier, possibly carried by Vikings 
from their raiding and trading trips 
into the Russias and Asia Minor, or 
from Norsemen who reached the 
shores of North America. 

Over 2,000 skeletons of al] ages and 
sexes have, been unearthed in the 
ruined church and initial research 
has revealed that about 100 of them 
have serious pathological damage of 

a type frequently associated with 


tertiary syphilis. 


SWEDISH EXPERTS are not entire- 
ly sure that they are dealing with 
syphilitic damage: analysis of the 
bones will not be completed until 
later thjs year. 

The church under excavation. was 
in use from the middle of the 11th 


“century. until the early 16th and the 


leader of the dig, city antiquarian 
Anders Maartensson, believe that if 
the damaged bones date from that 


period it would not have given 
syphilis enough time to spread from 
faraway Spain foliowing Columbus’s 
1492 landing in the West Indies. If 
syphilis did contort the skeletons, 
then the Infection must have come 
from elsewhere. 


SOME EXPERTS believe that the | 
disease came from Asia and this 
leads Swedish archaeologists to the 
supposition that , or later 
Swedish traders, acquired the con- 
tagion on their river voyages Into 
Russia, to the Black Sea and Byzan- 
thum. 

In the west the Norsemen, under 
the exiled Viking Erik the Red, settl- 
ed Greenland's southern coast in the 
10th century. Soon after, Nordic saga 
has it, Erik's son, Leif the Happy. 
made the Labrador sea crossing to 
reach “Vinland” and become the 
first European to see America (a 
claim still disputed by the’ pro- 
Columbians and those who credit the 
discovery of America to Irish 
monks}. 

In the 15th century the Vikings’ 
Greehland colony died out 
mysteriously. Excavations of graves 
there have also ylelded evidence of 
severe bone deformation, mainly put 
down to chronic rheumatic iliness. 
‘The Lund finds suggest that syphilis 
may have helped to eradicate the 
never vigorous Greenland 
settlements, -only to move on to 
Europe to leave its mark on other 
Scandinavians.

DAVID REIGNED forty years, seven in Hebron over Judah, and ‘tang as king” 
in Jerusalem over all Isracl. In the first ten years of his Jerusalem rule, he 

campaigned and conquered and orgamzed the defences of his kingdom. His exter- 

nal foes gave him no trouble after that. ‘The attacks on the tribes of Israel, that 

were the pattern of the period of the Judges and the reign of Saul, came to an end. 

None of Israc!’s neighbours dared τὸ harm the kingdom of David, 

a Internally, however, within the royal court itself, there was ἃ good deal of strife. 

τ Amnon, David's eldest son, seduced his half-sister Tamar and was killed by his 
brother Absalom. Absalom fled τὸ his maternal grandfather, the king of Geshur, 
returned after three years, mounted a rebellion against his father David, and was 
killed by Joab, David's army commander. Sheba, the son of Bichri, also tried 
to stir up a revolt against SDavid, and failed. He was pursued by Joab, sought 
refuge with the peuple of Abel-heth-maachah, was killed by them and his head 
handed to Joab. The country was also afflicted by natural disaster, by drought 
and plague. But despitcall these trials of: ‘man and nature, the political and military 
greatmess of the kingdom of Isracl under David was unimpaired, and the borders” 
of the state remained firm and secure. 


IN OUR OWN DAY, as in the opening period of David's rule, borders and security 
have been the central and primary concern of the state of Israel. The first frontier 
lines were the result of our 1948-9 War of Independence. After the fighting, Israel 
signed armistice ts with her neighbours, These agreements fixed the 
Egypt's blockade of Eilat, but this time the results were very different and far- 
reaching. Israel conquered the whole of the Sinai Peninsule, the West Bank, the 
Old City of Jerusalem, and the Golan Heights. No armistice agreements were 
. signed at the end of this war, and the frontiers of control berween the parties 
-were the cease-fire lines, congruent with the positions of the rival armies at war's 
end. No negotiations ta reach 2 peace agreement and determine the permanent 
borders followed the Six Day War, just as there had been none after the Sinai 
Campaign. The Arabs demanded chat {srael withdraw to her previous frontiers. 
Isracl refused to do so without peace treaties. 

The next war was launched seven years later, the 1973 Yom Kippur War, when 
Israel was attacked simultaneously by Egypt and Syria. Jordan did not attack 
(thaugh her units fought in Golan under Syrian army command), and so there 
was no change in the Israel-Jordan border. But nor were there significant changes 
in our fronticrs with Egypt and Syria. ‘Separation of Forces’ agreements were 
signed after the war whereby Israel retired twenty kilometres from the Suez Canal; 
but except for this strip she continued ro control the whole of Sinai. There were 
similarly only slight changes in the Israel-Syria border. Thus, for more than ten 
years now, Israei has the most extensive borders she has ever heid in her history. 

There is little doubt that these will not be Israel's permanent borders; but it

It im't only what Israel 
possesses beyond the pre-1967 
borders, and not only certain detail- 
ed physical facts, as many tend to 
think, and not only certain well- 
known historical facts that have to 
be corrected. 

it is, so it now appears, som 
very far-reaching: it is also a 
metaphysical position, and a 
metehistorical reality, and an 
§deological principle. It seems that, 
to the Arabs (and the whole world), 
it is the Zionist dream that is robbing 
the Arabs. The Zionist dream is 
responsible for all the evil, the 
robbery, the deprivation, the 
bloodshed. And try as we may to 
diminish the dream, and however 
fervently Israel may give her word 
that she has no expansionist inten- 
tions — she will not be believed. 

The world has accepted the Arab 
claim, the mythology concerning the 
robbery, and the force of the veto 
stemming from this. Camp David 
means the ratification of the Arab 
*'Never,"’ its solemn certification by 
international law. 

The Arab ‘Never’ takes first 
Place, while Israel has no “‘Never™ 
but only arrangements, flexibilities, 
concessions, and substitutes that 
replace historical physical presence 
with abstract legal contracts. 

The world considers Arab 
mythology as a real and rational 
basis for shaping Middle Eastern 
history. The world rejects the Zionist 
claim and the Jewish historical 
myth. The world does not recognize 
the Jewish people or the Jewish 
State. 

The moment that Israel agreed 
that Egypt shall get no less than 100 
per cent of her territorial demands, 
without regard for the status, 
history, character, role and relative 
weight (in the mutual balance) of 
that territory, Israel forfeited her 
sovereign ‘‘Never."” 


IF ISRAEL had had stamina and the 
ability not ta concede even one sym- 
bolic per cent in order to refute the 


Egyptian axiom, and had instead 
been ready to return 99 per cent 
while saying a firm ‘‘Never" to that 
last, single, one per cent — the world 
would have had to grant that Israel, 
too. is here: ready to return all, 
almost every single inch, with no ex- 
pansiontst Intentions, but on the 
basis of mutual, equivalent, equally 
just concessions. 

And the Arabs would have had to 
grant the actuality of Israel, 
recognize her as a historical reality, 
as ἃ fully justified entity that does: 
not have to go on justifying itself, 
and to declare to the world that Mid- 
dle Eastern reality had been 
transformed irreversibly. 

Without such recognition, stem- 
ming from mutual compromise on 
no less than ἃ 1:1 basis, there 15 no 
recognition that here sits, and is en- 
titled to sit, the Jewish People, 
Without such recognition, the Jews 
are robbera who must return all the 
Joot before anyone will talk to them. 

Unless we stubbornly insist on 
that, whatever borders we get will 
not be final, and the physical actuali- 
ty of Israeli sovereignty will remain 
in doubt. Without that, we do not 
have two scales of a balance, each 
containing a set of claims, but only 
one scale, cont just one 


taining 
“ overwhelming “‘Never" which the 


whole world recognizes and which 
even Israel] has finally accepted. 

TODAY only one side has a “Never” 
that the whole world including Israel 
has granted 100 per cent recognition 
to. The other side — all it has left is a 


‘dream which even its own people no 


longer believe in, and which all of 
them: are called upon to shake 
themselves out of, while accepting 
the fact that they no longer have it in 
their power to do anything but agree. 
Or they can now set before 
themselves and the whole world the 
mits of their national “Never,” 
This far — and beyond that: Never. | 
We have two choices before us: 
9 to lay down Israel's national 
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“This far and no further" and face- 


the possibly grave consequences, or 
9 to prepare the nation for the one 
inevitable consequence of a one- 
scale relationship.

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The prize of peace 


THE DECISION to award this year’s Nobel Peace Prize to 
Anwar Sadat and Menahem Begin in recognition of the peace 


process they have authored, will inevitably, in its own subtle -; 


way, contribute to that process itself. 

In Egypt, for example, the first responses begrudging award 
of the prize to Mr. Begin together with Mr. Sadat, were quickly 
eclipsed by gracious statements about the Prime Minister's 
peace-maker role, In addition, President Sadat, responding to 
an appeal from Mr. Carter, agreed to resume the Washington 
talks without first recalling his delegation to Cairo for con- 
Suitations, 85 had earlier been reported. 

Division of the prize was not unexpected. Whatever criticiam 
can be levelled at Mr. Begin’s handling of some stages of the 
negotiations that followed Mr. Sadat's visit last year, and 
whatever questions can be raised about some of the Egyptian 
President's surprise turns after last November, they have been 
engaged in a mutual enterprise of peace. 

In pursuing that aim they have had to withstand opposition in 
their own camps — each in their own way — sustaining the 
momentum by an overriding commitment to calling a hait to 
the ravages of war which have been the ot of both their peoples 


for so long. 


The Nobel Peace Prize could therefore find no more ap- 
propriate recipients. The warm reactions that poured into 
Jerusalem and Cairo yesterday from around the world reflected 
this recognition, while the angry responses in Moscow and in the 
Arab rejectionist front betrayed the militant motives which 


guide their policies. 


Only the august London ‘'Times"' chose to criticize — in- 
temperately — award of the prize to Mr. Begin, and thus 
fashioned & dubious singularity for itself amidst the generally 
favourable reaction in the West. 

It ig now to be hoped that when the prize ceremony takes place. 


in December, Mr. Sadat and Mr. Begin will be able to celebrate | 


not only the honours they receive but the peace treaty that they 


will have already concluded.

GOLDEN FLEECE. — U.S. Sen. 
William Proxmire gave his monthly 
“Golden Fleece Award" to the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency 
recently for financing a study show- 
ing that cow-manure runoff on farms 
can pollute nearby streams and 
ponds. 

The study cited by Proxmire wasa 
$67,214, two-year effort by the 
University of Vermont. The EPA 
provided $35,174 and the university 
the remainder. 

Among other things, the study con- 
cluded that runoff from manure 
stored on ἃ sample farm was enough 
“to cause deterioration of water 
quality in small streams and ponds." 

“This ts one occasion when the city 
slickers at the EPA got taken by the 
‘Down Easters' from Vermont." 
Proxmire told AP, ‘Not only was the 
manure in this study stacked high, 
but the deck was stacked even 
higher against the American tax- 
payer.” 

The Golden Fleece Award is hand- 
ed out monthly by Proxmire to 
government agencies which he 
belleves mest flagrantiy waste 
federai tax dollars. 
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SECURITY at U.S. army munition 
depots is so lax that they virtually 
are self-service shops for terrorists 
seeking weapons, the West German 
Public Service Workers Union said 
recently. 

According to UPI. a union 
spokesman said conditions at the 
depots are so bad that Klaus Engel, a 
Union official, has written Gen. 
George Blanchard, coramander of 
the U.S. Army in Europe to com- 
Plain. 

Engel wrote the letter after verbal 
protests to American authorities 
were fruitless, the spokesman said. 

“They only shrugged their 
shoulders," he said. 

Engel told Blanchard that the ar- 
my's munitions depot at Urexweller 
is not lit up at night, the alarm 
system is out of order, the use of 
guard dogs had been discontinued 
last year, and the German civilian 
guards do not even have batteries for 
their flashlights. 

“Similar conditions exist at three 
other munitions depots,” Engel was 
quoted as saying in his letter. 

One of the other depots was said to 
be Kainerslautern’s Miesau depot, 
described as the biggest Nato 
weapons depota in Europe. 

The union spokesman said axti- 
tank rocketa and hand grenades 
stolen from Miesau in 1974 have 
wound up in the hands of German 
and foreign terrorists. 

The union complaint came after

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Paying the price of peace 
GABY SHEFFER ponders whether Israel can expect. 
a future of stability or rapid political change. 


THE POOR know that there is πὸ 
such thing as a free lunch. Isrsell 
politicians learn this ancient truth as 
soon as they assume power, The 
Alignment leaders knew it all along. 
Mr. Begin should have understood it 
during the Camp David summit: 
Tarael must now pay for all the 
American lunches it has had. 

Many political mistakes have been 
made recently. Our leaders know 
that the Israeli public will judge 
them not only by the results but also 
by their conduct during the peace 
talks. Therefore, both the coalition 
and the opposition want to minimize 
‘the domestic political coats of the 


peace process. And they are ready to - 


go a long way in order to blur their 
true moves. 

It is clear that besides a certain 
teeling of relief, an agreement with 
Egypt and autonomy in the West 
Bank will cause only minor changes 
in Israel. Economically, Israel will 
benefit only in the distant future. 
During the next three to five 
this country will be subjected to in- 
creased financial pressures. Infla- 
tion will continue to plague us, huge 
amounts wil} be spent in the con- 
struction of new defence lines, 
welfare will suffer and economic in- 
equality wili increaxe. 

Algo, in view of the political 
polarization in the Arab Middle 
East, it is difficult to see massive 
Israeli participation in any major 
cultural or political project in the 
Arab world. 

On the other hand it is also hard to 
imagine that those Israelis who have 
learnt to hate or distrust the Arabs 
will soon relinquish their fears and 
preconceptions. Nor is it likely that 
Israeli-Diaspora relations will be 
dramatically Despite the 
government's optimistic an- 
nouncements, Diaspora Jews are not 
starting an exodus. 


HOWEVER, ali the hidden tensions 
created by the peace process must 
find an outlet. Under the present con- 
ditions the inescapable conclusion is 
that the most likely sphere for 
change is domestic politics. Here we 
face the crucial question of who will 
pay the real price of either partial 
peace with the Arabs or failure to 
achieve it. 

Differently put, the question is 
whether these are the final days of 
Israel's ‘old regime." Some argue 
that they are. But others think that 
we haven't yet reached the real 
drisis. They say that this crisis will 
occur when Israel is forced to make 
its historic decisions concerning the 
West Bank. At that time, nobody will 
be able to abstain and there will be 
major splits. 

‘Thus the basic question is whether 
we can expect stability or rapid 
change in Israeli politics. This, 
rather than the fate of parties, or of 
splinter groups, or even of junior 
Yigal Hurvitz and 
Geula Cohen, should bother the 
public. 

There are many indications that 
some of the feading figures are 
aware of the problem, The Camp 
David agreements created strong 
political undercurrents that are 
ing to affect Israeli politics in 
different time periods. 


MR. BEGIN may share the Nobel 
Peace Prize. He may be the strong 
Jeader who makes agreements that 
lesser politicians would not have 
dared to think about. But, he may 
also lose the next elections. 
whenever they are held. One thing is 
sure, his power base — Herut — can 
hardly be expected to gain from the 


current situation. 


This bleak forecast is based on a 
combination of structural and tac- 
tical facts. First, there is the quea- 
tlon of ideology. In the case of Herut 
this is a major factor which is going 
to affect the general position of the 
Likud. The impression that the 
leaders of Herut have either 
neglected their principles or are 
ready to bargain contrary to their 
own platform is not going to be 
forgotten by the party's supporters. 

A still greater sin is the fact that 
the leaders of this party claim that 
they have not yielded an inch. This is 
particularly important in the case of 
Herut since it has been a single-issue 
party. Yielding In regard ta the aclu- 
tion of the Arab-Israeli conflict. 
which was the moat important item 
on their platform, diminishes the at- 
traction of the party. 

Furthermore. there is a cruel 
paradox confronting the Likud: With 
the possible normalization of 
relations with Egypt. it is bound to 
jose ἃ great deal of its raison d’étre. 
The European experience indicates 
that long periods of peace tend to 
weaken nationalism. Under such 
conditions large groups usually seek 
new politica) affiliations. 

The events on the eve of the Camp 
David summit and the reactions that 
it gave rise to. even in urban centres 
and development towns which had 
been Herut strongholds, ahow that 
there is already a certain transfor- 
mation in this regard in Iarae). 


IN ORDER to succeed in Israeli 
politics in future, the Likud (and, for 
that matter, every other party} will 
have to supply clear answers in 
areas concerning which they 
previously had no unique mesuage. 
This means a new set of coherent 
pelicies on the social and economic 
problems of a nation which is in the 
process of shifting from a aftuation 
of war to one of gradual accommoda- 
tion with its former enemies. The 
Likud, however, has not shown great 
immovative powers tn these sreas. 
Mr, Begin himself sounds uncenvin- 
elng when he speaks about solutions 
to economic or aocial problema. 
The fact thet the Likud is ἃ 
political conglomerate 1s in itself not 
necessarily sn asset. The success of 
Mapa! stemmed from the fact that it 
always had δ hard core which not

Here the 
Likud is facing some of the dif- 
Geulties that confronted the Align- 
ment before its downfall. oped 
other . this gap creates dif- 
feulties Inve communication between 
the Prime Minister and his 
traditional sup, rs. Thus, on the 
one hand, his old-style rhetoric is 
beginning te lose its effect, and on 
the other his office is increauing the 
distance that separates him from the 
people. Moat of the people do not feel 
they can influence a policies of she 

ent. Ant any election 
fhe late 19706, this is bound to be 
crucial Issue. : 


THE TROUBLE with the Alignment’ 
is mainly its present leadership. 
Labour's leaders have rapidly lost 
wmost of their assets and power 
bases. At first they gradually drifted, 
away from the old principles of the: 
Labour Taovement: agra they lost 
credibility; later they respec- 
tability and actual power; and now 
they have lost what was regarded as 
their i 
mystical approach to the solution of 
the Arab-Israeli conflict. 

. Labour's view of the correct solu- 
tion to this conflict was an alter- 
native until a few months ago. 
Whatever the final results of the 
talks with Egypt, the Labour line is 
no longer feasible when the majority 
of Alignment members either gave 
their support or abstained during the 
Knesset vote on the Camp David ac- 
cords. 

Labour's leadership crisia is acute 
since most of its prominent figures 
are identified with foreign and 
defence issues. It is unlikely that at 
this stage in their careers they will 
be able to develop a new social and 
political approach. But the fact is 
that without such a change, the 
Labour movement wil] be further 

Moreover, not being directly con- 
nected with the peace process, the 
Labour movement is virtually 
paralysed. Its local branches have 
practically ceased to exist. Active 
membership is decreasing. The kib- 
butz movements are becoming 
marginal. Despite all its misfor- 
tunes, al] attempts to reform the par- 
ty are being rejected. The party haz 
not begun to rethink the meaning of 
Israeli social democracy in the new 
era now opening.
